priv ileg e”; 
those 
who wish to continu e to strike 
“are entitled to do so.” T hat was 
what the g ov ernor, in a late 
nig ht order to the adju tant g en­ 
eral, said. 
The g ov ernor acted immedi­ 
ately after President Roosev elt’s 
three-m an mediation board at 
Clev eland had made a final, u n­ 
su ccessfu l effort to settle the 
strike with a proposed “m an-to- 
m an discu ssion arou nd a con­ 
ference table.” 
“We are v ery sorry ,” said terse, 
identical statem ents of the Re­ 
pu blic 
Steel 
corporation 
and 
You ng stown Sheet & Tu be Co. 
“We cannot, in ju stice to ou r 
employ es, sig n a contract with 
C. I. O.” 
This was accepted g enerally 
as marking the definite collapse 
of the board’s fou r-day efforts 
to find a common g rou nd for 
mediation of the costly strike. 
The board members themselv es 
were frankly disheartened. 
As Ohio militiamen were g et­ 
ting their new orders, m artila 
law was being lifted on another 
tense strike front — Johnstown, 
Pa;, where state police, u nder

forced the closing of the Beth­ 
lehem Steel corporation’s Cam­ 
bria works last Su nday . 
Almost 
immediately ,

were ex pressed by Johnstown of­ 
ficials of a “m arch of m iners” 
into town today as a dem onstra­ 
tion of miner su pport for the 
striking C. I. O. steel men. 
Sheriff Michael Boy le ex pect­ 
ed “some 7,000” miners from the 
state’s soft coal fields to pou r 
into the city to bolster picket 
lines arou nd the Cambria works. 
Union leaders said between 20,- 
000 and 30,000 marchers were 
ex pected. 
Gov ernor Dav ey ’s new militia 
orders were hardly an hou r old 
before dy namite blasts echoed 
down the strike front at W ar­ 
ren, O., where Repu blic Steel’s

One ex plosion occu rred near 
the g ates of Repu blic’s open 
health, and police arrested a 
man on su spicion.

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VARIETY STORES POUR MILK 
At this time of the y ear, production of milk 
alway s increases materially . Careful estimates 
indicate that June and July production, for 
instance, will b e 50 per cent greater than that 
for Aprii and May . Moving this greatly increased 
seasonal supply alway s presents a difficult prob ­ 
lem. 
In an attem pt to serve the dairy industry — 
which is the support of hundreds of thousands 
of farm families scattered over all states — 
variety chain stores and chain drug stores have 
inaugurated a milk promotion campaign, which 
started June 10 and will run until July 10. More 
than 5,500 of these stores operating restaurants, 
soda fountains, etc., where milk is sold or used, 
are 
participating. 
The 
Limited Price 
Var­ 
iety Stores Association and the Institute of Dis­ 
trib ution have gotten in touch with representa­ 
tives of milk producers, such as the Dairy men’s 
League Cooperative Association, the National 
Cooperative Milk Producers Federation, and 
other dairy organizations. The producer groups 
are enthusiastic over the campaign, and are co­ 
operating with the stores to pub licize it. 
It is a safe b et that the campaign will b e 
successful, and that heavy stocks of milk will b e 
moved at prices which are fair to consumer as 
well as producer. The chain food store industry 
has carried on a numb er of similiar campaigns 
during the past y ear, and in every case results 
have exceeded ex pectations. Producer-distrib u- 
tor-consumer cooperation is today an estab lished 
phase of our national life, and is of far-reach­ 
ing economic significance. It serves b oth the 
farmer and the consumer, and has won a wide 
measure of pub lic approval b ecause every b ody 
b enefits.

FIRE INSURANCE GROWS CHEAPER 
The annual report of the president of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters points*to 
the remarkab le decline in the cost of fire insur­ 
ance. 
The average charge per $100 of fire insurance 
today is more than 40 per cent lower than at the 
b eginning of the century . And since 1900, the 
decline has b een uninterrupted — the average 
premium charged each y ear has b een lower than 
the y ear b efore. 
Fire premiums are naturally b ased on the fire 
loss occurring in an area. Reductions in prem­ 
iums are not generally possib le unless a reduction 
in loss is consistently recorded over a period of 
y ears. For more than three-q uarters of a century , 
the fire insurance industry has worked on the 
prob lems of fire protection and prevention. It 
has covered the entire country with an elab orate 
sy stem of engineering inspections of cities, 
towns and villages. It has tested b uilding mater­ 
ials of every kind and ex haustively studied 
b uilding methods. The facts produced b y this 
work are reflected in safer materials, and in 
b etter municipal b uilding codes. The “model 
b uilding code” promulgated b y the National 
Board has b een widely made into law. 
No industry has done or is doing more to serve 
the nation — to protect the lives and property 
of us all. It is as eager as any policy holder to 
still further reduce rates. And they will b e re­ 
duced if every individual will do his part in the 
war against fire.

But his engineering 
training did not carry him far 
enough in the field of social bet­ 
terment to suit Lilienthal. The 
younger, 
aggressive 
Lilienthal 
wanted to make the Tennessee 
valley into a southern Valhalla 
where there would be little room 
for earthy-minded private own­ 
ers of public utilities. 
He converted Harcourt A. Mor­ 
gan, the third member on the 
broad, to his views, and with 
Senator 
Norris and President 
Roosevelt on his side, soon had 
Chairman Morgan pinned to the 
mat. TVA has been extending 
steadily, haltered at points by 
the courts, in competition with 
the power companies.
